Getting rid of the insect pests 
when plants are in their infancy 
and most vulnerable to damage is 
half tile battle. 
No application of 
insecticide is so important for cu­ 
cumbers or tomatoes, for instance. 
as the one made when plants are 
but a few inches tall. 
In the last few years notable con­ 
tributions have been made to the 
effectiveness

insecticides, 
al­ 
though they are based on age-old 
practices, utilizing the dried flow­ 
ers of pyrethrum which have been 
used fur centuries for insect pow­ 
der; and a substance called rote- 
n . 
\ which is obtained from the 
r* dr of derris, an Asiatic plant 
•Urich has long been used by sav­ 
ages to kill fish. 
Considerable change in spraying 
and dusting methods have resulted 
from these two substances. 
Both 
are known as contact poisons, which 
means they kill what they touch, 
and they have the advantage of be­ 
ing harmless to man and domestic 
animals, while being death lo in­ 
sects of all kinds. 
Prior to the development of these 
materials, a gardener was obliged 
to use a contact poison to kill aphids 
and other insects that drink plant 
juices; and a stomach poison for 
the leaf eaters. 
Nicotine was the 
most reliable contact poison and 
ars* mc was used f**r the leaf eaters. 
A number of preparations are now 
offered under trade names which 
furnish all around protection, by 
con bining both pyrethrum and rote- 
nene in one spray. 
Although it is possible to get each 
of these substances separately, they 
are usually prepared in a mixture 
winch needs only a dilution of 
water.

son, and fifteen times as powerful 
as nicotine as a contact poison. 
It is harmless to warm blooded ani­ 
mals, but keep it away from gold 
fish. 
Both pyrethrum and rotenone 
are inclined to be instable, which 
means that they lose their power 
under certain conditions. 
In pur­ 
chasing trade preparations of these 
materials inquire about tiffs and be 
assured that your product will not 
lose its effectiveness before you get 
a chance to use it. 
Nicotine and arsenic are still used 
in the garden effectively. 
A pound 
of arsenic powder to ten pounds 
of gypsum is probably still the best 
check of the striped beetle for cu­ 
cumber and squash vines, or for 
other caterpillars and beetles. 
It 
will burn the leaves, however, if 
you apply too thickly.
